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Mob Terrorizes Danville, IHInois 
till, the State .HI lit a Ta 
rossesslon of the City. 

■ Danville iB in the hands of/the 
militia and it is this, fact that - has 
far prevented a renewal of an att 
the jail in which so many men 
wounded Saturday niftht. Four com' 
of .the Seventh Illinoifl infantry 
Sundity morning from Camp Lino 
Springfield. 

A bloody raco war raged all nigbt\ Sat- 
urday and did not Btop until "the militia 
arrived. Harry G alter man, white man, 
was shot to death. Bill Metcalf, a negro 
from Eyabsville, Ind., was lynched." An- 
other negro, James Wilson, is in jail, and 
for hours a mob fought to get possession of 
him. Wilson has confessed to having as- 
saulted Mrs, Thos. Burgess, wife of a 
farmer at A I von, III., just north of this 
city. A posse soon ran him down and 
placed him in jail and it was while .the 
mob was en its way to lynch him that Met- 
calf met bis death. 

As the crowd was hurrying to the jail 
about 8 o'clock to take* Wilson out and 
hang him the negro Metcalf became in- 
volved in a quarrel with Henry Gattermnn, 
a young German butcher, and drawing 
hii revolver shot Gattermnn dead. - 

The negro was caught and with much 
difficulty the police took him to the city 
prison, Tho police were assisted by Sher- 
iff H. H. Whitlock and wore' pothered in 
the city building to keep the mob put, but' 
were finnlly" forced to. ndmit a portion of 
them. The colored murdered had pre- 
viously been locked in ii vault in which 
the police records are kept bud the officers 
hoped that the mob would not find bihi. 

The leaders were told that Metcalf. had 
been taken out of the rear door and carried 
info the country in a buggy, hut they re- 
fused to believe the assertion. Some went 
for railroad irons and others for sledge 
hammere and a few minutes later the lock 
had been knocked off the vault door und 
the . negro was dragged forth amid the 
exultant shouts of his captors. 

The victim made a fierce struggle, but: 
wasdragged from the building, a^'rop^ 
was placed about Ms] nock arid 
strung up to a telegraph pole and 
with bullets. 

The mob carried the corpse 
square in front of the jail, where 
wrapped in bay and burned. • ' - 

The mob then turned its attention to the 
jail. The sheriff had gathered & dozen 
heavily armed deputies in _the„ ia.il. He 
refused to give up Wilson and made an 
Appeal for order, but to.no- purpose, \\ 

Then several members of 'the mob • ap- 
peared with a railroad iron and a. charge 
was made upon the door leading into the 
jail behind which were gathered the of- 
ficers, Three or four times was _ this im- 
provified battering rmntbnifcd against the 
steel door, when the peephole was opened 
and the barrel of a gun was thrust through. 
Another demand came from the sheriff for 
the mob to disperse.

While calamity howlers arc trying: to 
make- a big scare out oE the enormnuB im- 
migration during the pftflt^ two or three 
years^ let it apt be forgotten that the over 
whelming majority of these immigrants 
have proven, JuitLno doubt will continue tb 
prove^JtboniBelvcs law-abiding and. indus- 
trious 'citizens. To a man they have left 
their old 'bomee ih qdfist of work and a 
chance to better thbmselvei. Ab a rule 
they take to any kind of labor that offers 
living wages, are unobtrusive, rear and 
take care of Ttugs families, and In a re- 
markably short time enter Into the spirit 
of our institutions. 

Of course, we believe. our immigration 
k we _ should receive close scrutiny, both in 
drafting and execution. They- should be 
bo framed as to exclude undesirable classes 
The po9f(Balon of money should not be the 
chief .desideratum, let first place be given 
to a strong body and honorable antecedents 
however:' humble. 



he proposes to administer the affairs o| 
the government with absolute justice n 
gardlfM of bis own political fortunes; but 1 
they have received it In the courageous 
position assumed by tbe president with 
regard to the employment of union labor 
in the various departments of the govern- 
ment. The case of William Milter, an 
assistant foreman of the government print- 
ing office, called forth from the president 
tbe enunciation of a policy which for fifty 
years no president has dared proclaim. 
Thie is to the effect that no discrimination 
shall be made between union' and non- 
union tabor in the employ of the govern- 
ment. Mr. Roosevelt cites the decision of 
the Anthracite Coal Strike Commission in 
support of bis decision, the commission 
having decided that men in the coal mines 
must not be discriminated ngainst because 
they were not members of a union, 

Miller was dismissed by the Public 
Printer because he bad been expelled from 
the Bookbinder's Union. Miller's crime 
was an attempt to savs money for the 
government by insisting on the perform- 
ance of more work than the union per- 
mitted his subordinates to do. it must be 
understood that the Bookbinders' Union 
in Washington prescribed a limit to . the 
amount of work each man shall perform in 
a day. Finally when Miller refused to 
yield to the dictation of the union be was 
expelled from its membership and immed- 
iately discharged by tbe Public Printer 
tor that reaBon, a proceeding which Mr. 
Roosevelt characterizes as lacking in "ele- 
mentary decency." The president promptly 
ordered Miller reinstated. This has ' been 
done. Tbe bookbinders , have now Sled 
charges with tbe Public- Printer which 
tbey believe will prove ample to warrant 
Miljer's discharge but they have also ' is-" 
sued a statement to the : effect * that . they 
cannot work in the bmce with Miller but 
will be compelled to strike if he is retained 
in hia present position. The unfortunate 
part of the situation is that the constitu- 
tion of the union conflicts with the laws of 
the United States so that if tbe Public 
Printer should not find sufficient ground 
for discharging Miller he could not, ac- 
cording to taw, dismiss him and the bind- 
ers, according to the laws of their union, 
could not remain. If, again, the binders 
were to strike, they would be conspiring 
against the government- and could never 
be reinstated without a change .of tho 
United States statutes by Congress. What 
the outcome of this peculiar situation will 
be it is impossible to predict. In several 
similar instances previous presidents have 
dodged the issne and now that president 
Roosevelt has meet it squarely there are 
many who believe it will not cost htm the 
sensible labor vote of tne country. The 
government ia still a little bigger than 
any union, whether of capital or of labor, 
and sensible capitalists and laborers will 
see that it stays bigger. 

Reports from Oyster Bay are to. the ef- 
fect that Speaker-to-be-Cannon has uaxeed 
not to oppose tbe consideration of financial 
legislation which will be presented at the 
next session of Congress, Mr. Cannon was 
summoned to Oysler Buy by the president 
to confer on this subject which tbs presi- 
dent regards as of grave importance. 
Some skeptical persons' maintain that Air, 
Cannon has not yet made any promise that 
amounts to nnythinit. for the reason that it 
ia never necessary for tho Speaker to op- 
pose legislation as no legislation can re- 
ceive consideration unless, he actually fa-. 
vore it.. It is generally believed, however, 
thnt some measure will be devised which 
will remedy existing defects in the finan- 
cial system and which will, at the same 
time time, meet, with the approval of the 
republican leaders in both housetfuf Con- 
gress. The device which appears, to be 
most in favor is n law authorizing all-na- 
tional banks to issue notes to the extent 
25 percent, of their capital stock, 
tb a tax of 5 per. cent, per _ annum. ■ it Jb 
maintained that such notes would be Issued 
only in time of emergency .and would be 
promptly retired when the emergency was 
passed because tbe tax would render their 
maintenance in circulation unprofitable, 
once the emergency had passed.

Bit- 
uminous conl Bbould not ,bo stored 
whero It will corn'o In contact with 
wood partitions or columns or ogalnst 
warm' boiler settings or stenm pipes. 
This coal should not be very deep If It 
Is to be kept on storage for a long 
period. If piled In the basement of a 
building It should be shallow and free 
from moisture nnd under good venti- 
lation. That liable to absorb moisture 
Bhould bo burned first. -If on Are a 
smnll quantity of wnter Bbowercd : on 
this kind of coal cokes It nnd retards 
any grant supply of water reaching 
tbo Arc, thus necessitating the over- 
hauling of the pile. Iron chips, filings 
or turnings Bhould not be stored In a 
shop in wooden boxes. Tho oily waste 
which Is not Infrequently thrown 
among them adds to tho danger of 
fire from this source. The sweepings 
from the machine shop, If kept on 
bnnd, should never be placed over Iron 
shavings. - -Thin mass of disintegrated 
Iron 1b enough to incite hent nnd com- 
bustion. Iron and steel filings and 
turnings when mixed with oil will 
Ignite spontaneously after becoming 
damp. A. steam pipe ngalnst wood will 
cause the hitler to Ignite spontaneous- 
ly after being enrbonlzcd, pnrtlculnrlj 
If superheated steam enters the pipe 
thus Increasing the temperature.

City Is la Urcnd. 

Close by Is tho county jnll, not a whole 
pane of glass left. In the windows, nnd 
tho doors and walls bearing the mnrka 
of the assault by the mob, Three blocks 
awny Is tho city prison, .demolished by 
the mob. In the hospitals are a 'dozen 
or more men raftering gunshot wounds, 
nud many more slunk away after the 
sheriff inside his determined stand, bear- 
ing with them testimony la tho -way of 
buckshot, that he traa a man of. his 
•won!. 

Public feeling agnlnst the negroes had 
bevj wrought to a high pitch by a lerri-' 
ble assault upon n white woman by 
James Wilson, n negro In the jail, and 
there had been, much' talk of lynching, 
but it had not crystallized until Saturday 
evening, 

Rliot by Necrr. 

About 8:30 p. in. n negro named Met- 
colf beennio Involved In an argument 
with Henry Gnt-terninn, a young butcher, 
In front of on East Main fttreet saloon, 
which ended in the negro shootiug Gut* 
termnn dead. 

^ The negro wns caught nnd with much 
dilllculty the police took him to tlio city 
prison, followed by a crowd which rap- 
idly grew into n mob thnt yelled Itself 
honr.se hi demnndiug that the murderer 
bo lynched. 

The police,' amist/id by Sheriff II, H. 
Whitlock, gathered in tile city building 
trying to keep the mob out, but were 
finally forced to admit it portion of them, 

The colored murderer had prevjonsly 
been locked In a vault in which the police 
records nro kept nud the ofllcers hoped 
that the mob would not find him. 

Dracccd from Ja.11, 
Tho leaders were told that Mr-tcnlf 
bad been taken out of the rear door nnd 
carried Into tlio country in a buggy, hut 
•they refused to believe the assertion. 
Some went for railroad Irons and others 
for sledge hn miners, nud n few minutes 
later -tlio lock had been knocked oil the 
vault door and the negro* was dragged 
forth amid the- exultant chouts of bla 
captors, 'The victim made a fierce strug- 
gle, hut the blows that were rained upon 
him soon brought him to the floor of the 
police station, nnd a revolver In the hands 
of one of tho uiembers of tho mob put 
a sudden cud to his Bufferings, 

s Bodr In Jflddlcd, 
The mob then dragged. the dying man 
from the building, nnd placing a "rope 
about his neck dragged him one square 
south to Main street nnd then five 
squares enst to the flnloon where ho killed 
Gattcrman, where lite body wns struck 
up to n telegraph pole iind riddled with 
bullets. 

■ Cries of "Burn blni!" , "Burn html" 
were then henrd; nnd the mob lenders' 
soon hud the lifeless body oE the negro 
cut down and were drugging him south 
on the Wnbnsh Railroad tracks. 

At South". street the mob leaders decid- 
ed to lake tlio body to the jail, where 
James Wilson, another negro captured 
at XInrshaeld.Tnd.,, charged with trying 
to assault' airs, Mary Burgess, a white 
'woman, the previous dny, Is Imprisoned. 

"Oil to the Jail." 

As soon n.i the word wn3 gken the 
mob yelled, "To the jnll," "Mob the 
other iilzger," cte, nnd made a wild 
charge for that building,- where quite a 
crowd had nlrondy congregated lu antici- 
pation of another lynching.- 

Arrived _at tile ' jail, the body of the 
negro was plnced In the center of the 
converging- streets, where dozens of fren- 
zied men nnd boys kicked and jumped 
upon.,lt ! ,'<Tlie'Tjody"wns ' totally naked, 
nnd* blood waa oozing from dozens of 
bullet boles.

Growing tired of rf this .grow-some sight, 
the mob. turned its'flttcntion to the coun- 
ty Jnll nnd deirinnuV were made .upon 
Sheriff Whitlock to surrender Wilson. ' 
■^A dozen or 'more Ubpiitics and police- 
men. bud hurriedly been gathered togeth- 
er arid placedln the jiili, heavily armed. 
Sheriff Whitlock- remuust rated with the 
mob, but without effect. Finally a peep- 
hole wns opened nnd. the barrel of a

Gen. Casslus M, Clay died at hit 
Whitehall home, near Etchmond, Ky., 
Wednesday night,, ot the hge of 03. . At 
his bedside when the cad came were all 
his children, some of whom had not been 
Inside the house or seen their father for 
years~bccnuse of Ills peculiar hallucina- 
tion that they were in a conspiracy to 
kill him. 

Gen. Clay wns a duelist, abolitionist; 
statesman, author -and the hero of a mar- 
riage at 84 to a girl of 14, whom he af- 
terward gavo up <that sho might mnrry a 
young lover. 'The room whcreJn ho ex- 
pired was n veritable arsenal until ho 
was. ad judged iusune recently. In a hall 
just outside there was a loaded cannon. 
The. arms -were got together to repel an 
attack of an imaginary vendetta, Gen, 
Clay served ds- United States minister 
to Itiissia under President Lincoln. 

Horn In 1310. 

Oloy was born -Oct. 10, 1810, at White- 
hall,- his family estate, upon tho .banks 
of the Kentucky river, near tho village of, 
niehmond. This place, which extended ' 
over 2,200 acres, was bought from the 
Indians by bis father in 1T0O and Its 
Inheritance made young Clay one of the 
wealthiest men of bis day. ~Thcfc -are 
now 80S ncres In the fami j on vMch 
Whitehall Is situated. The general own- 
ed several blocks of property in Newark, 
M. J., and .some 
houses In New ,Or? 
leans, and several 
valuable tracts of 
timber and mineral 
lands in eastern 
Kentucky, bis es- 
tate being estimated 
nt about 8200,000. 

His property will' 
go to the children, 
to be equally divid- 
ed among them. It 
was his only during 
his lifetime and 
when he . divorced 
Dorn Clay sho was 
given no alimony 
and therefore has no 
claim on the prop- 
erty. Gen. Clny left 
"a! will which gives 
the property, however, to the girl, but 
since tho courts have declared, that hio 
mind wns unsound the will caunot stand 
the test of the courts.- - 

Ects II In Staves Free. 

Upon being graduated from Yale Clay 
returned to the South nnd liberated his 
own flaves. He then entered upon his 
dueling career by forcing two. encounters 
upon Dr. DecJarey ef Louisville, who had 
written a scurrilous letter to t>ho mother 
of his betrothed wife. Interference pro- 
vented nny shots being fired and Declarey 
afterward committed suicide. 

Tho bloodiest of the veteran fjgh tor's 
affrays was that wIMi Sam Brown, a des- 
perado hired to kill him. Tho attack took 
place In a political meeting nnd when 
the smoke of battle had cleared away 
Brown was lying nt death's door minus 
a nose, an eye nnd an car and, blooding 
from countle:e cuts- on other parts of the 
body. This was thework of Clny's bowie 
knife, which he used In preference to a 
pistol. About fifty other encounters 
marked tho course of the general's life.

Terrific Fall of Untl Causes Damnee 
Turonchout the City. 

The most terrific hall storm, that has 
visited Chicago In years descended oa. 
the city at noon Tuesday and hurled 
great, jagged chunks of Ice upon the 
streets sod buildings for nearly a quar- 
ter of an hour, Hones, driven f ran tia 
by terror and pain caused by the stones, 
ran away. Windows were shattered. 
Foliage In <the parka and on the boule- 
vards was destroyed, Many persona were 
bruised and battered by the chunks of 
Ice. Some of the stones were over an - 
Inch In diameter. 

The downfall was heralded by a' brisk 
gale which blew up shortly before, noon 
and covered the sky with gray clouds. 
Out of these there came first heavy 
sheets of rain, which acrred as a warn- 
ing.

First tho storm was only an ordinary 
one, with the drops of hall small and 
white. Soon, however, these Increased 
to a formidable size, with a formation, 
of sharp, jagged points, flat sndjplreulnr/- ■

ed, wreaking havoc to windows, are 
lights, trees and foliage.
